The treaty signed by Swretary Bar 


and Dr. Herran, tlie Cojouibian minis- 
ter, is a long step taken toward tbe 
construction »f too Paimui» canal by 
tbe United States, says tbe New Tork 
World. A special session of the Co- 
tombiau cougress will be beid in tbe 
spring to consider tb« treaty, and the 
option of the Kroncb company, whicb 
com- runs to March 4. will undoubtedly 
be extended. 


Tbe canal will cost the United States: 


(1) $40,000,000 to be paid to the French 
company, tbe present value of Us char- 
ter and construction work as computed 
by the Walker commission; (2) $10.000.- 
000 down and 1250.000 per year after 
ten years to tbe Colombian government 
(or tbe concessions, including the Pan- 
ama railroad, and (3) the further ex- 
penditure of $145,000.000 on tbe canal 
la authorized by the act of 1902; more 
may be needed. The lease from Colom- 
bia mas 100 years and is renewable 
by tbe United States. And by an ar- 
rangement with Great Britain most 
creditable to the common sen"«e of her 
statesmen tls>. United States will bnve 
exclusive control of the canal strip, 
subjert to arrangement with Colombia. 


Of the 48.5 milch of tb« eanal oue- 


half will lie at sea level, and this por- 
tion is nearly completed. Thirteen 
miles more will run in a lake created 
in the valnr; or the Cbagre** by a dam 
nt Bohlo. which will un(>onnd half n 
cubic mile of water. Tbe remaining 
ten miles, tbe famous "Cnlebra cut" 
across the backbone of tbe continent, 
presents the greatest dinicultj. It will 
probably be patscd by a section "bout 
seventy fe»t above the sea. 
And the 


sides of the cut will tower more than 
300 feet even above that level. The 
canal will be nowhere less than 120 
feet wide at the bottom and usually 


feet long, but the rapid increase in the 
eize of ocean craft may dictate a great- 
er length. The minimum depth of ten 
meters (S2.8 fe«t) planned by French 
engineers may also be increased. 


Tbe«te facts convey some Impression 


of tbe magnitude of tbe undertaking. 
Its total coet will be more than twice 
thnt of tbe Suez canal, more than five 
times that of the Kiel canal in Ger- 
many.

Of 
the 1,736 deaths which occurred In the 
city during 1903, the street cars killed 
13 people and small pox 11.
